Dean Henry Allison has charged through a memorandum to all 
administrators and staff members that the headline story last 
week in this newspaper misquoted him and made “several er¬ 
roneous statements.” 

REPORTER CHUCK Larese maintains that the statements In 
the story were made by Dean Allison. The original copy bears 
out his accuracy. 

In regards to his request not to be quoted, the reporter re¬ 
calls no such statement. He was referred to Dean of Instruction 
Norman Campbell If more facts were wanted concerning the 
addition of Instructors’ names to courses Spring Quarter. Re¬ 
porter Larese visited Dean Campbell’s office and waited an hour 
to see him. However, the dean was busy, and he did not see him. 

SINCE DEAN Allison was the only source of the news, It is 
Indeed mysterious that the statements could not have been made 
by him. 

Several instructors were upset by the sixth paragraph of 
the story. It seems that Dean Allison focused primarily on 
the aspect of the story which said he was critical of some 
instructors. This applied only to the grading practices of 
some instructors. Ibis Is simply the transition to the sec¬ 
tion where such statements testify to this. 

ALTHOUGH THIS is not necesarlly an example, there Is 
the point where privacy of the Individual gives way to the pub¬ 
lic’s right to know. If a high ranking administrator In any 
capacity of public service — and a state university Is about 
as public as one can get — Is critical of his organization, 
it Is news. 

Dean Allison’s charge that there were “several erroneous 
statements” Is very vague. Unfortunately, he did not cite any 
instances of any “errors.” 

EVIDENTLY, THERE was a misunderstanding on the part 
of Dean Allison as to why the reporter was there. Tills news¬ 
paper apologizes for the embarrassment of Dean Allison over 
the story. But It can In no way accept the charges he made.

Dorm Telephone Shortage 
Hampers Communications 

Mass communication Is suffering a serious setback on this 
campus. Even Alexander Graham Bell would have posted pla¬ 
cards In protest of the archaic methods practiced here. 

IN THE Y dorms, for example, there Is one pay phone for 
each floor of 89 residents, liils in itself causes congestion 
among students attempting to place or receive long distance 
phone calls, not to mention the local callers. 

Part of this burden Is eased by two PBX phones connected 
to the switchboards In the offices, but these have only five 
outside lines. This limited number must be shared with all 
six floors In the dormitory. Also this facility closes at 11 
p.m., often with a backlog of callers unserved and unsatis¬ 
fied. 

THIS SURPLUS OF callers Is then added to the line, al¬ 
ready five and six deep, which has been forming at the one 
pay phone. If an emergency were pending, reaching a person 
inside or outside the dorm would represent a near impos¬ 
sibility. 

Following the fire In McCord Hall this quarter. Instruc¬ 
tions were issued that If a fire was detected, students were 
to rush to the PBX phones and report it to the office immed¬ 
iately. There seems to be a slight “credability gap” here. 
By the time a student received a response from the switch¬ 
board, a good portion of the building could be totally demol¬ 
ished. 

FACED WITH AN estimated enrollment of 4,200 students 
next year, this situation should represent a very serious 
problem that needs recognition now. Whether additional 
pay phones are added on each floor or individual phones are 
installed in the rooms, something is going to have to be done 
soon. 

Economically it would seem more feasible to install more 
phones than to subject the limited facilities we now have to 
the exhausting demands made upon them. The South Central 
Bell truck has been detected numerous times this quarter 
parked outside the dorms making epairs. 

IF THIS INSTITUTION is to keep pace with its contempor¬ 
aries, action needs to be taken now to update our methods 
of communication.

HUGH DAVIS GRAHAM, in his 
book Crisis In Print (Vander¬ 
bilt Press), explored the dese¬ 
gregation in Tennessee as view¬ 
ed by the press. From the 
moderate viewpoints of The 
Tennessean to the radical view¬ 
points of the Chattanooga News- 
Free Press, Mr. Graham gives 
us excerpts, quotes, and editor¬ 
ial cartoons concerning dese¬ 
gregation. If his reason for 
writing this book was simply 
to give newspaper viewpoints, 
then he has done an exceptional 
job. 

However, he covers no new 
territory. The newspapers on 
the whole favored desegrega¬ 
tion, but wanted to approach 
it cautiously. They deplored 
the riots occurring in the South, 
and begged the government not 
to send in troops. 

IN ESSENCE, THESE are the 
main points of this book. The 
compilation has been well hand¬ 
led, and it looks as though Mr. 
Graham burned the midnight oil 
to get this written, but, with 
all due respect to the writer, 
it leaves the reader cold and 
a little tired. 

We jump through the book on 
one newspaper’s editorial 
policy after another. There is 
an overall meaning to the book, 
but to achieve it in true per¬ 
spective, one must move back 
from all of the facts presented 
in abundance, and examine the 
meaning from afar. 

THROUGHOUT THE BOOK, 
we journey from the sounding 
of the knell which would toll 
the death of segregation, on up 
through the troops at Clinton, 
Tenn., and eventually wind up

Dear Editor; 

I have read the February 
16 editorial, “Southern Pu¬ 
pils Suffer.” I think t h e 
writer should find out the 
facts in the HEW fund cut¬ 
off cases. 

THE EDITORIAL says 
that “freedom of choice” and 
“democracy” cannot be allow¬ 
ed in the South. “Freedom of 
choice” as exercised in many 
Southern school districts has 
meant the following: (1) Any 
black parents who send their 
children to formerly all-white 
schools may lose their jobs. 
(2) Their homes and cars 
may be bombed. (3) They may 
be stricken from voting rolls 
and community services for 
special reasons. (4) The child¬ 
ren may be beaten, harassed, 
and otherwise intimidated. Few 
parents are willing to face 
this, especially since they can 
expect no help or protection 
from the police, whoare usually 
unsympathetic. 

Federal law states that 
race must not be a discrimi¬ 
natory factor in education. 
Many school boards in the 
South have defied this law 
and are therefore lawbreakers 

HOW SHOULD HEW deal 
with lawbreakers? (1) Offend¬ 
ing school boards could be 
jailed. But they could still rule 
from prison (see J. Hoffa and 
R. Shelton). (2) HEW could 
ask the school boards, “Please 
integrate and don’t cause 
trouble.” The response can 
easily be imagined. (3) HEW 
could possibly find some way 
of closing the schools, which 


would hurt the children more 
than a fund cut-off. What re¬ 
mains? Cutting off federal 
funds. 

What choices are open to 
school boards? (1) Continue 
to violate the law. (2) Raise 
more money locally. This is 
virtually impossible In much of 
the South because of the poor 
economic base. (3) Close the 
schools for lack of funds. (4) 
Obey the law. Desegregate 
promptly and completely, 
thereby eliminating federal 
fund cut-off plus the many 
problems that arise in main¬ 
taining a dual school system. 

LET’S NOT blame HEW 
for the school fund cut-offs. 
Blame the recalcitrant, cri¬ 
minal school boards who are 
standing in the way of progress 
in the schools and law and 
order in our land.

students nor administrators 
realize the need for it 
However, It is much better 
than violence or “that other 
kind of protest often faced by 
small colleges -- Apathy.” 
Apathy Is the kind of protest 
most people prefer, however. It 
is the most dangerous because It 
breeds acceptance of anything 
and anything postpones change. 


Wit and wisdom coupled with 
a deep abiding ability to slash 
through our pompous society 
and make us see ourselves as 
we really are, constitute the 
weapons of Britan’s foremost 
journalist, Malcom Mugge- 
rldge. 

MUGGERIDGE, WHO SPOKE 
at the University Center last 
Tuesday, is probably one of 
the most charming men ever 
to put pen to paper in order to 
make readers laugh as well as 
to make them think. His de¬ 
lightful and disarming British 
whimsicality takes aim at the 
sacred cows of our time and 
hits dead center. 

This, in the hands of a lesser 
talent, could garner deep hatred 
from a score of people. But 
Mr. Muggeridge is so delight¬ 
ful while firing his humor that 
one finds himself nodding in 
agreement that he is right. 

MUGGERIDGE FINDS ONE 
of the most perplexing things 
in the world today to be tele¬ 
vision. In England, he was a 
regular host on Panorama, the 
BBC public affairs show. After 
the public began to see him on 
the show week after week, that 
paradoxical word “star” was 
given to him. 

“In the past,” Mr. Mugge¬ 
ridge commented, “A person 
was famous ... for some talent 
or distinction or abomination. 
Today one is famous for being 
famous.” 
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THROUGHOUT HIS WEEKLY 
“telly” appearance, Mugge¬ 
ridge confides feeling a little 
bit “like a white-haired vicar 
dropping in on a teen-age rock- 
and-roll session in the church 
hall.” 

But whatever he might say 
about T.V., he is conslstant- 
ly on it. From Jack Parr to 
Johnny Carson, from Bob Hope 
to Red Skelton, the barbed philo¬ 
sophy of Muggeridge has shown 
through at one time or another. 
And TV should count its lucky 
Nielson ratings that he does 
appear. 

HIS ARTICLES HAVE appear¬ 
ed and do appear regularly in 
magazines such as Esquire, 
TV Guide, and Playboy. He 
interviewed Playboy publish¬ 
er, Hugh M. Hefner for British 
television at the Playboy Man¬ 
sion and found him to be “a 
madman.” He lives In total 
isolation In this house and 
drinks something like thirty 
Pepsi-Colas a day. I talked to 
some of the Bunnies at the Man¬ 
sion, and they despise him,” 

His criticism is quite ob¬ 
vious In many areas of the en¬ 
tertainment field. 

FOR INSTANCE, HE thinks 
David Frost's best-seller, THE 
ENGLISH “was boring and al¬ 
together too high-handed.” 
Cigarette commercials depict¬ 
ing beautiful springtime scenes 
which are available only if one 
buys a certain brand of cig¬ 
arettes which, it has been 
proven, deposit poison in the 
lungs are so funny that one 
must strap himself In a chair 
to keep from falling out. He 
also believes that fantasy has 
destroyed the world to an un¬ 
believable degree. 

“In a world survey of TV 
programs which included 
everyone from the Prime 
Minister to South African 
tribes, the two shows which 
tied for first place were I Love 
Lucy, and Wagon Train. Today 
one of the most popular shows 
in the world is Peyton Place, 
and all of the Hindus and Aztecs 
are waiting until the time their 
lives can be like those on Pey¬ 
ton Place.” 

MR. MJGGERIDGE agrees 
with the philosophy that too
